was drawn into civil war today aa 
the result of the action of Chang Tao 
Lin. Manchurian warlord. In declar­ 
ing war against Pekin, according to 
advices from Mukden. 
Chang accused Tsao Run, the Pe-1 
kin president, of financially su pp ort-1 
ing General Chi flsieh Yuan.

followed Tao K u n> proclamation t h a t 1 
Lu Chang Hsigna, opposing Chi, Is a 
rebel. 
At the same time word arriv­ 
ed from the 
Shanghai 
battlefront 
that General Li’s forces 
had 
been 
augmented by the arrival of 8.000 
Hontnez troops which disembarked 
at Nanking. 
T hirty thousand troops now are 
engaged on the Shanghai front. Che­ 
kiang fores are advancing 
toward 
Ihslng which they are expected to 
capture today. 
Foreign consuls at Shanghai once 
more have entered energetic protests 
to insure the safety of their nation­ 
als in the Shanghai war zone, the 
Morning Telegraph states today. 
Official circles here have been ad­ 
vised that the British 
consul 
and 
others protested to the commander of 
the Chi Li (Pekin) fleet against his 
"attem pt to prevent passage of for­ 
eign vessels through certain waters." 
The Central News Shanghai cor­ 
respondent visited the Liu Ho front 
last night and stated the battle posi­ 
tion Is unchanged. 
Desultory shrap­ 
nel and machine gun Are was con­ 
tinuing. 
General Lu Yung Hsiang's forces 
are 
being 
constantly 
augmented. 
Conditions on the battle front 
are 
deplorable, many of the troops being 
waist-deep in water 
in 
the 
front 
trenches. 
About IOO dead lie un­ 
buried. 
Capture of 300 of General 
Chi Hsieh Y uan’s men is claimed. 
The Daily M ail* Hong Kong cor­ 
respondent states there is consider­ 
able prospect of an immediate end of 
military strife in the Kwang Tun 
province. 
Sun Yat Sen is sending 
troops northward to aid Ll 
Yung 
Hsiang and General Chung Ming lies 
w ithdrawn his troops into Fukien.

HOVE KNM ENT-BIV' ED RAILROADS 


T he Country Gentleman publishes an illuminating editorial 
on questions involved in the proposed government ownership of 
railroads. 
For instance, have you ever realized that if railroads 
were*government owned, they would lie exempt l’rom taxation by 
states, counties or municipalities. 
Brainerd would get no share 
of any gross earnings tax for its*school system. 
It would mean a loss of $8,425,892 tax revenue for Minnesota. 
These losses would have to he made up by increased taxes on other 
forms of property, and are equivalent to $40 for every farm or 
$3.90 for every person in Minnesota. 
It is pointed out that drying nj) railroad taxes would have •» 
particularly adverse effect on the agricultural states, especially 
those of the Northwest. 
“Railroad taxes,” says the editor of The Country Gentleman,” 
have acted as a medium for equalizing the social balance between 
the newer localities and the older and richer industrial regions. 
It is in these elder and richer regions that most of the stockholders 
of the railroads reside. 
So railroad taxes act as a means of 
siphoning funds from these regions to pay for improvements in 
localities that could not otheiwise afford them at that time.” 
“Not only would hundreds of millions of state and local rev­ 
enue in taxes cease with government ownership of the railroads,” 
comments the Minneapolis Tribune, “but federal taxes would go 
up to take care of interest and principal on the purchase price of 
the properties. 
As between West and the East, as between the 
farm community and the industrial community, the former has 
the greater reason for backing away from the La Follette platform 
proposal regarding the railroads.”

Miss Wills bas shown that she is a better player than Mrs. Mallory, 
Miss Browne, Miss Eleanor (loss, Mrs. Marion Jessup and the other ranking 
stars of the American field. 
Everyone of the players ranked immediately 
below lier are either at their best game or have passed it. 
They car not be 
figured to improve and the young California girl looks better after every 
tournament. 
The Wills regime will he threatened only by the arrival of some young 
player and there are very few kid players now who could be expected to 
develop enough of a game in three or four years to beat her. 
Miss Helen Jacobs, a 15-year-old California girl, has been getting a lot 
of attention, and if she lives up to the fine things that are expected of her she 
may be the successor of the present champion.
